Tlie desk WM alto dfapod in 
blac k mi l iiumliint from it wm r wreath of 
gniiliix. The jiilhirs in i-cmv nf tlio jiliit- 
fiiriii well! (.'Ill vviiu'il willi lilack, in tl;e 
folds of \\liicli were iiiseiied Hninll 
twigs of fiTu leavei*. The most uutiiljle 
iynamiters were present. 

At 8:46 Mra. Kate Dibits, the President 
of the asiocifttion, called tho meeting to 
erdor and nomlnatod Mr. P. J. Sheridan as 
ohalrman. Mr. Sharidan wai received with 
much euthuiiaim. He aald that he had 
heen too slmrt a time in this country to be 
entitle ! to mioIi a]i|tliiiis(^ but he was not 
Tain enoii^li to ai'iir 'I'l iaic it Id himself, 
and kiii'w that it wus ii trDiiito 
to the cruise which Im rc^iri'^pnioil. 
He Would observe tliai uhnievi'r 
he might say, he <k>!<ir«Ml to 
be held ficrsonally rosjionKiljle fur his u(« 
taranoea and be said tliis hfciiiiHe he prO' 
lomed that some things which lie mighi 
Mj would be flashed across tlie ooean, aivi 
ha did not wish It understood that he spoke 
Ibr Mjr one but himself. He was not a 
nenber of the Iiish Nationalist Associa- 
tion, either of Ireland or of Americo. Tb«y 
were here first to pay a tribute of resjieot to 
those wlio had luidd twu thoir livp>< for (.lie 
cuuse of Iix>I:iud and to Hviapniliiie with 
their families; and next • lo renew their 
TOWS of allegiauce to ihvir native land, and 
to iis'^ei't that in her defence they had a 
riglit to use all means wiiich education and 
the scleucos placed at their disposal. 

IQreat oheerinc and ci-iai of ' Dynamite.') 
t bad been siud tfaat it wsa inhuman to 
ase seleniillo oiodoe of warfare that had 
Bot heretofore been tised, and the diseos- 
sion had been provoked by the acts of a 
few brave men iiiMpii-ed by patriotism. 
(CIre.'il H] ]il.uise. I Ti.ey would bo j'bioed 
upon tlie roll of Iri^li martyrs. "So long 
as Irifili history iihall last," auid the speak- 
er, " the names of Joe lii a ly — ^/i|)plausie) 
— Daniel Kearney, Michnel Fagin und the 
boy hero Timothy Kelly shall be retered 
by every IrishmaB worthy of tha Bant."

%kt aoxt ipaaker was Dr. HamlKon Wil> 
lianib who said |hat Ito wished to put him- 
Mlf npan tho rooord u hoartilv approTing 
of all that had been done by the men who 
had recently suffered in Ireland. "|Yes," 
he rontiiiiied, "even to the shcd ilng of the 
blood <]f the stranger in I'liinix I'ark." 
Tiiere wan only one doctrine lor Irishmen, 
and that wn* the doclriive of eternal hate 
to Kiijriaiid. ^(ireal applause.) " Voii 
cannot ucliieve your liberty uu1«j>s you are 
prepared to light for it, and you oannui sue- 
oeed unless you are prepured to adopt the 
only method by which Irishmoa' aaa flght 
Ingland at ttie prosont tima. 
Is Atkar soToral speoeheo tho fbllowing 
moltttlons were read and adopted :

written in blood against English tyranny ;

"Whereas, It is well known to every 
Irishman and to all others who take ati in- 
loroit in kBowing that England rules 
Ireland bv hraU raroo and oontranr to the 
wishes of the vast B%)ori^ of tho Irish 
people; therefore, 

"ileiolTod, That any person entering 
Ireland otficially commissioned by Kngland 
to any administrative otlice eiiierH at bis 
peril, and that any Irishman accepting an 
administrative olliue from ikigland in Ire- 
land is a trator to his country and race, and 
•Itould be dealt with accordingly. 

"KeiQlvod, That the time has arrived 
Ibr IrithflMB to nse every weapon which 
aalaro aBd mIoboo havo ftamished to pro- 
toot thooppmisd agaiaat tho opprossor,^ 

"RooolTod. That tho ilBoaro sympathy 
of this mootiBg*bo tOBdsrod to the families 
ef Dr. Oallagher and his associates in the 
dock wlio were convicted and senteneed to 
life long imprisonment not to vindicate the 
law but to appease tliu English clamor for 
Irish viiMiTii!^. 

" Resolved, That from this day forth the 
families of men who love life and liberty 
shall be the welcome wards of a grateful 
race, and that ftrom this meeting a eom- 
mittee be formed who shall oommuaMats 
with Irish men and women tbrooghaBt the 
etattt with tho ohjoet of forataift a poraMn- 
•Bt asooolatioa. to bo oallod tho Irish 
Natioaallst Aid aad Defense Assuoiatioa, 
tbo business of said association being to 
provide for tha families of all men who 
nay lose either life or liberty in the ser- 
TicP of Ireland."

He found only about forty settlers la the 
valley. Flathead .lako Is a largo naviga- 
ble body of water, into whioh flows ths 
Flatliead river. The Northern Psciflo rail- 
road will run within thirty miles of the 
southern end of the lake, ond it is not iin- 
probabte that a branch extoniion will be 
built ta the shore. A steamer Is now b«ing 
built ta BAvigat* Iko iBka.

De.nveb.Col., July 4.— "Doc" Middla- 
tOB, whose eiploits as a highway-maa, hri* 
gand and desperado are part of the early 
history of Colorado, Wyoming and Ne- 
braska, and who hso been ssrving a five 
years' senlenee in the penitentiary for 
stealing cuttle in tho North I'ark, has been 
discharged ttcm that institotioB, and im- 
mediately boarded the eastwanl-bound 
train. His destination is unknown, but he 
inlbnaod the prison offldals that ho was 
going to a new country whore the name 
of Middleton was unknown, aad 
whoro ho weald havo as oppcr tuB ity 

of leading a now life among ItllBBgors. 

During his long oontinament in tho pHson 

he behaved himself like a man and oon- 
formmcd to the rules of the prison to tho 
letter, not roeoivlag one Uaolt mark. A 
few days boforo us dboharga. while at 
work in one of tho shops in tho prison, and 
intently rofleoting on tne few days more of 
prison life, be put one of his fingers too 
near the biu7.-^aw, cutting it ol)'. The 
prison pby-tician atlend<d to tlie finger, 
and the next day Middleton reported to 
the w arden that he was ruatiy for some 
light work. He was told that he might go 
into the hospital for repairs, if he obuse; 
but he answered that hio service belonged 
to the State, and ho wm toady to pat in tiio 
time faithfiilly. 

During tbo early days of the niack Hills 
excitement Doo and his gang operated on 
the road between Cheyenne and Dead- 
wood City, at times varying the business of 
robbing stage ooaelies by stealing cattle. 
Once?j|he was i-.ajlored and iricd ly a 
crowd of co.vlioy.- and senieneed to be 
hung. His armn and U-g* were bound and 
he i\ a>4 m<>unio<l au. a horse and driven 
un<ler a limb of a birge tree, froai which a 
rope hung. A noose was made and tied 
under his neck and the horse driven away, 
leaving Middlotoa suraoBdod^ ia mid air. 
Two of Iho Bsmbors of hio gang happened 
to be in tho noighborhood, and after tho 
cowhoys had ridden away they out Doo 
down and iiflcr two hours' hard work rosiis- 
uitatod hiiii. For several years after the 
oooiiiaiiee it va-i claimed that !)oi''s gho.'^t 
Imiinied llie Territory, ami inniimerablo 
stories were written of its exploitrt. One 
iii;:lit the ghost attacked a stage 
Coach and one of the more courageous 
pasHungers shot at and wounded the 
ghost, |whioli| proved to be the verit- 
able Middleton masquerading in the guise 
of a ghoet, and carrying on his usual av». 
cationa A very lurid aocoant of the ox> 
ploits of '■ Middletou's Ghost," written by 
Stanley Huntley, then an attache of a 
paper in Dakota, to the Itrooklyii Eagle, 
was tfio means of his eniployinent a.s a regu- 
lar Pol rc>| oihleni.aiid no doubt contributed 
totlie latter suc('e.>.-i of I he !^p<i<Ji>endyke pa- 
pers, lliirin;; tlio early ]iart of tJie year, 
187*>, Middleiiin ami h pal planned und 
executed a bold bank robbery at Dead wood 
City, w hioh was fur a long time laid at the 
door of the James gang, and Pinkarton's 
deteotivao spoat thousands of dollars hunt- 
ing thorn, wbilo MiddlotoB with hia owsg 
remained quietly ia Dead wood laagh|i|g ia 
his sleeve.

I/iM> i\. .June 4. --The St. Totersburg cor- 
re-poiideiit of ilie Standard •^avs : "The 
most recent utterance of the Nihilists is an 
eristle addressed 'to Russian society from 
the Russian revolutionists. It occui>ics 
twelve small octavo pages, eo poorly print- 
ed as to be in places undeciplvpraliln. and 
was writtoa ovldsntlv some time bpfose the 
coroaatioa. to wkioh it does not allude. Its 
tone affords a coavlaeing proof of the 
w eakness to which tho party is re«luoed by 
the Riiccessftil efforts of the police during 
tlio past two or threo yeor«. It speaks of 
the determination of the revolution- 
i-ts to carry on ilie fielit fir 
' Land and Liberty,' but acknowledi/es that 
they are sufering from the lofis of their 
best leaders, and sorely distressed for 
means, which all ' feUow citizens' are 
oameatly exhorted to furnish without de- 
lay. It admits that the murder of Alex- 
ander IL was not roeoivod by tbo country 
at large la tho way that tho assassins do- 
sired, but attributes this fMt to malioious 
reports spread by Oovommont agents 
among the p<>i^)iln to the effect that this 
terrible deed was the work of landed pro- 
priotflra seeking to avenge their spolia- 
tifm in favor of the peasant. The ap- 
peal ia long and on the whole feeble, 
and contains no deflaile programme of fu- 
ture aotioa, Bor, generally speaking, any 
but vagus referenoee to ths past. It ends 
with a referenee to tho war with Germany 
whioh the aovoramoat ia driftiag toward, 
lo tho iara dofoat aad dlagraeo of Bussia. 
Qormaay. it is si^d, traata this oooBtry ia 
the way that one maa aoald aot treat an- 
other without receiving a blow In the fkce; 
and • nismarck, it may bo ailrmed, without 
fear of error, treats his wife's chambermaid 
more p<jlilely than he does the Russian 
tloveinment,' The last w ords of this Ni- 
hilist manifesto are: ' Tho party will con- 
tinue to pursue arbitrary power into its 
last hiding places, and your part, fellow- 
citixens. is to furnish the necessary siatws 
of war; so lot u* bo alliotl'

LoiDoa, JbIj At— a ipeeial from Finland 
to tha^Timos says: ** Professor Norden- 
skjold sailsd yssterday trom Oothenburg 
on his tenth Arctic sxpeditioB. He was 
born in Finland just fifty years ago. Half 
his lifetime has been spent in Arctic ex- 
ploration, or in making preparations for it. 

The Sofla, which has been lent by tlie 
Swedish Government, is a small fcteam«r, 
carefully fitted for the work she has todo^ 
which is not s)iecially dangerouiC. None *tt 
the Vega siatt socomi>nny their old leader 
to Green land, though science ia well rep- 
resented on^tbe .S>f?«. Nordensk.'nd 1 
supported by'Dr. Natiiorst as geologist and 
paleontologist, Horr Kolthoff for birds and 
inseets. Dr. Bamberg as bydrograpbsr, Dr. 
Berlin as surgeon and naturalist in general, 
uud llerr Forsti-and us preserver of speci- 
mens. As ice-niasters one of the bolilest 
.Norwegian skippers has 1 een selected. 
Joliaiiesen, wlio in his walrus schooner has 
sailed far boyotnl the north point of Xuvlye 
Zemlya. Tiie ciew consists of twvniy-tour 
men. 

His main object is I o penetrate into the 
heart of tireeuiand, in order to test his* 
theory that tbe'peruiauent ice is really only 
a band surrounding the interior, which in 
summer, at least, is literally a land of 
greenery. ' In this trying ,io*irney Norden- 
skjold will be aocompuuied by at least one 
of his staff and ten of his crew, and will be' 
e'|uip|ied with all the appliutu'e-< re |Ui-te 
tor ice traveling. In providinj; ilii-i C'luip- 
ineiit he has been guid<-d not only by tho 
experience of .Mji:ne clirnl crs. loit by thb 
knowledgo he ar,unei twelve yrars ago. 
When, in company with i'alander, he sue- 
eooded in penetrating thirty miles inland 
from the head of Auleitaivik Fjord, his 
starting point ia tha prasontespodilion. 
A boat thirty or forty miles ttom the coast 
the interior seems to riss suddenly like a 
huge wall of ice, cleft here and there, for- 
tunately, by valleya, by means of which 
the expedition will be able to reach the 
uneven plateua of the interior. The first 
forty miles are likely to be the most 
trying; the coast region is cut up 
by gaping crevasses and broad rivers 
in the midst of rugged hills 
of ice, and tbeoo will necossitote long de- 
tours.
